DEATH OF SENATOR A. S. CLAY. | 


In the death yesterday of United States Senator Alexander 


tious, painstaking and hard-working, as well as one of her abdlest, 


public servitors. 

He cared little for show; he thought nothing of loud acclaim; 
he sought not applause. 

But he valued, as do all right-minded men, the esteem and 
well wishes of his fellows, and he sought to build and hold their 
good opinion through diligent and faithful, but unostentatious, pub- 


lic service. 


He stood, therefore, with the foremost as well as with the map 


capable of democratic workers in the senate, where he had served | 


two terms and part of.a third, or little more than thirteen years, 


when death called him. | 


And death came while he still indulged the hope, weakened 
though he was through long illness, of gathering sufficient strength 
to return to his duties next month at the national capital. 


There was in the senate no more insistent and determined fight- 
er for democratic principles where he felt that they accorded with 
the well-being and the rights of the public; yet withal he pos- 
sessed a gentle and conciliatory spirit that always won the heart, 
if not the mind, of his antagonist. 

So, he was popular, not alone among his democratic brethren, 
but on the republican side of the senate, where he was admired 
and loved by many staunch and steadfast friends—men who, while 
not subscribing to his politics, esteemed his principles and sought 
his counsel in matters of weight and import. 

When ill health came upon him he refused to retire; through 
the long and extra sessions which came to a close the past mid- 
summer, he remained at his post, fighting and fighting hard, for 
public rights as against monopolistic and trust aggression. His 


speech upon the sugar schedule of the Payne-Aldrich tariff bill | 


was a marvel of force and clearness; it was one of the notable ef- 


forts of the extra session. His work upon the railroad bill like- 


wise attracted national attention. 

Perhaps his greatest speech was that attacking the ship sub- 
sidy measure some five years ago, when, after deep and careful 
study of the subject, he presented so able and forceful an argu- 
ment that it is said to have killed the bill, generally regarded as an 


effort to despoil the national treasury. 

While deeply immersed in national questions, his time, his | 
talents and the best of his efforts were ever at the service of any | 
community in his state that needed or called upon him. Atlanta 
owes him more than one splendid debt: 
the old postoffice building for her city hall, through senate and con- 
ference committee, after the proposal had been killed in the house. 


He secured the passage of Atlanta’s public building bill through |

Georgia should empioy a road engineer having this knowledge 
and experience to co-operate with the various county authorities, 
Judge A. W. Fite, in charging the grand jury of Bartow county, 
emphasized the need of building modern and permanent highways 


on scientific lines, saving: 

“We are spending $20,000 yearly on the roads of Bartow county, and with- 
any desire or intention to reflect upon any. one, we are -not getting the 
in a permanent way that such an amount should give.” 

The same criticism can be made in no captious spirit against a 
score of counties in Georgia. We are not getting results in a per- 
manent way commensurate with the money and labor expended. 

Worse and not better roads will be the tate of those who pro- 
ceed blindly and without scientific aid. 

For the benefit of those counties. which cannot emplov a road 
engineer, the state should maintain such a man. Possibly the law 
might be changed so as to require that at least one member of the 
prison commission, which has charge of the state's convicts now 
used on the roads, shall be a civil engineer and an experienced road 
builder. 

Time, money, vexation and disappointment would be saved by

ahead with unfamiliar work, without securing competent advice. No’ 


sensible man would undertake to build a mill or a railroad without 
it. Then why rush blindly into road building? 

Highway work half done, or badly done, dampens popular en- 
thusiasm, creates dissatisfaction, and sometimes halts progress en- 
tirely. 

The legislature should take up this subject at its next session 
and thresh it out. 

Highway improvement is too vital to the future of the state to 
be obstructed, impeded or checked by an easily remedied oversight. 

Provision for a state road engineer was included in the original 
bill putting the convicts on the roads. It should never have been 
Stricken. That was false economy which saved $3,000 or $4,000 a 
year to the state at a cost of several times that much to a score of 
counties. 

New York, Massachusetts, Virginia and North Carolina have 
adopted the plan of state aid and direction in building highways. 
Georgia should get in line. 

The present NEED of the state is some central, competent head 
to direct and encourage highway improvement.

Where Road Money Is Wasted. 

Editor Constitution: I wish to call 
attention to one serious defect in 
the good roads movement. It Is, that 
much of the money spent on highways 
is wasted because the work is not 
properly done. A good roads expert 
would save hundreds of thousands of 
dollars now being wasted by the coun- 
ties. 

One rural free delivery carrier told 
me that on his route, 24 miles in 
length, the roads which have been 
worked are in worse condition than 
formerly. He says the elevation in 
~1@ center of the road was not suffi- 
clent for perfect drainage, and that 
the surfacing material was not suf- 
ficiently strong as a binder. In con- 
sequence holes and ruts have utterly 
destroyed the road. 

My own experience in traveling over 
the state confirms the observation of 


great good toward the improvement 
of the public highways of the state, 
and I wish you would direct attention 
to this matter @nd see if a remedy 
cannot be suggested. It is a pity to 
have money wasted in this way. 

Plainly in many cases the county 
authorities and road overseers do not 
know the business of building roads. 
A top dressing of gravel on the roads 
or a mixtue of red clay and sand. 
which is later gone over with a road 
roller, would do much to make a hard, 
fine road. 

Many of the bridges on the public 
roads are too narrow and the ap- 
proaches to them really dangerous. 

It is bad economy to build roads in 
this way.

CURIOUS BANK NOTES 
FOUND IN OLD SAFE 


Thomasville, Ga. November 18. 
In searching for some papers a few 
days ago an old safe operred in the 
courthouse was found to contain a let 
of bank notes, which were a good dea, 
of a curiosity and perhaps valuable. 

The safe was the property of a 
Thomasville man, who died some years 
ago, and as it was thought to contain 
only old papers, had not been opened 
before.

The Auburn and Vanderbilt footbal) 
teams, recognized at the present writ- 
ing as the two best elevens in the 
south, barring Sewanee, may play .a 
game at Ponce de Leon on Friday of 
this week, the day before the game 
between Georgia and Tech. 

The Constitution’s sporting editor 
started the movement to have these 
two teams meet and he is receiving 
the backing of the Auburn alumni in 
this city. A telegram will be sent §o0 
Athletic Director Bragg and Coach 
Mike Donahue, of Aauburn, and Presi- 
dent Dudley and Coach McGugin, of 
Vanderbilt, today, asking them regard- 
ing the proposed game. 

This game should be a corker, and 
should draw as big a crowd as the 
game between Georgia and Tech on 
the next day. The game is practically 
a necessity, in view of the records of 
these two teams through the present 
season, and should they wind up their 
season without a defeat they would be 


However, some idea of the relative 
merits of the two teams can be gained 


in reviewing their games against Tech. 
Auburn, on her showing against the 
Yellow Jackets, appears to have the 
stronger eleven. There ig more power 
in their attack, they have a much bet- 
ter line, and with two corking good, 
heavy ends, Morrison would not get 
away with his long rung around the 
ends, and with Morrison blocked, the 
Commodores would be helpless. 

Vanderbilt has no line. In fact, the 
Tech line outplayed them completely 
on Saturday, and Auburn has a much 
better line than Tech. Vanderbilt has 
no hard charging back, while Auburn 
has in Streit and Davis two of the 
hardest chargers on the southern grid- 
iron. 

If these two elevens play, and there

WITH ABE ATTEL

Frankie Conley, holder 
weight title, fought fifteen 
to a draw at the West Side Athletic 
Club this afternoon. Conley did all 
of the leading and a shade the better 
of Attel in almost every round™~up to 
the thirteenth. Both were strong and 
aggressive at the finish. 

Attel weighed 124 pounds and Con- 
ley 121. Dave Barry, of Chicago, ref- 
ereed. 

The largest crowd that has attended 
a fight here in twenty years witnessed 
the contest, and a majority of them 
thought Conley should have had the 
decision. Attel conserved his forces, 
and not until the concluding rounds 
did he extend himself. Conley, on the 
other hand, went at his man hammer 
and tongs, and only forced the clever 
featherweight champion to respond in 
kind after some particularly vicious 
onslaughts. 

While Conley landed the most blows, 
few of them were damaging. Nine- 
tenths of the blows landed by both 


fighters were jabs or short-arm hooks, 


in the clinches. 

Conley’s style was to cover his head 
and rush in with a series of swift 
blows to the face. Attel did not seem 
to mind this, and for the first five 


rounds played a waiting game, always, 


guarding against body punches with 
his left. After the second round Con- 
ley rushed his opponent about the rin; 
and freauently had him on the ropes. 
Conley met Attel’s occasional rushes 
with rapid, short punches to the head 
and ribs, and only once did Attel ap- 
pear to have him worried. Attel cov- 
ered his stomach and extended his 

for Conley to jab at, always look- 
tr.» for an opening for a stiff body 
punch, but it never cyme. 

After the tweifth round the fighting 
was fierce. with Conley rushing Attel 
to the ropes. but always finding the 
latter vigouous and swift in the in- 
fighting. In the fourteenth, Conley 
landed often in the first half, but Attel 
let himself out, and the round closed 
with hoth men fighting hard and fast 
at close range. Neither man showed 
signs of distress when the gong sound- 
ed. for the final round. It was the 
fastest round of them all with both 
men trying hard for the decision, but 
the blows were short and without 
much damage. Although fights are 
limited to twenty rounds here, an ef- 
fort will be made to match Conley and 
Attel for a finish fight for the feather- 
weight championship during the 
Christmas holidays.

Among 
those who made addresses Was 
Bishop MePhaul, of Trenton, N. J. The 
appointment of committes was the 
feature of a short session at the con- 
vention hall held earlier in the aft- 
ernoon, 

The convention was formally wel- 
comed to the state ang the city tonight 
by Governor Sanders, of Louisiana, and 
Mayor Behrman, of New Orleans, and 
by Charles I. Denechaud, president of 
the state federation. 

Edward Feeney, president of the 
American Federation, responded. To- 
night’s meeting was concluded with an 
address and papal benediction by 
Apostolic Delegate Falconi. 

Taft’s Name on Cornerstone. 

At the laying of the Marquette cor- 
nerstone in the afternoon, announce- 
ment was made that the name of Presi- 
dent Taft had been carved upon it and

a feature of the occasion was the plac- 
ing in the stone of a letter from the 
president expressing his hope for fur- 
ther progress of the university and 
appreciation of having his name so 
inscribed. In his address Bishop Mc- 
Phau! took occasion to attack what he 
termed “atheistic and irreligious doc- 
trines propagated in certain non-cath- 
olic universities and colleges.” Re- 
ealling an address which Je delivered 
some time ago at St. Francis Xavier's 
college, in New York city. and bitter 
attacks which he stated were made 
upon him as a result of views express- 
ed then, he declared that he had con- 
sidered it his duty to submit duly te 
sound a note of warning to both Cath- 
Olics and non-Catholics. 

In this connection Bishop McPhaul 
said:

Ten Commandments were fossilized: 
that there was no real distinction be- 
tween right and wrong: that morality 
was only a matter of conventionality. 
the Bible was a myth. that there was 
no such thing as sanctity of marriage 
Notwithstanding the furore created by 
the statements, none of those accused 
professors, whose names and quota- 
tions from whose writings had been 
published, has, up to the present time. 
dared to contradict anything I alleged 
against them, On the contrary, they 
have frequently since verified what |! 
have advanced against them by their 
public ‘addresses. Notably among the 
rest, the famous ex-president of Har- 
vardg university, Dr. Eliot, confirmed 
my position. In a long address which 
was afterwards published in periodica! 
form, he proved to the whdle American 
people my thesis by his summary of 
the Jelly Fish religion of the future. 
which was merely a crude and vague 


retestament of naturalism and pa- 
ganism.”

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IN HISTORIC CHURCH EDIFICE 


Athens, Ga., November 13.—(Special.) 
Some interesting facts cluster about 
the First Methodist church, where the 
session of the North Georgia confer- 
ence will be held. 

The following is taken from “Skeich- 
es of Athens,” by Dr. Henry Hull: 

The first Methodist meeting house on 


‘this side of the Oconee river was built 
lof small logs with the bark on. 


It 
pine 
the 
appearance of a negro cabin without 
a chimney. There was a door on one 
side, and opposite to it a box, made of 
the kind of boards that were used to 
cover the house, served for a pulpit. 
The floor was made of split logs 
smoothed somewhat on one side Dy @ 
broad-axe and laid on the ground, 
The seats were of the same material, 
set on four legs. This meeting house 
was on the land of Josiah Freeman, 
near a spring (about 500 yards east 
of Mr. Barwick’s houge). 

In this small cabin two of the most 
eloquent men of the time used to 
preach, sometimes to a dozen, never to 
more than a hundred hearers, Hev. 
Hope Hull and Rev. Lovick Pierce. 

This house was abandoned in 1810, 
and a more commodious building was 
erected a little south of the fair 
grounds, on the Brittain place. This 
was Hull’s meeting house, and served 
until 1824, when the First Methodist 
church, predecessor of the Brick 


church, was built.

was 22x24 feet, covered with 


Hancock, of whom and his excellent 
wife the writer can oly gay that they 
were the most lovable and purest 
hearted old Methodist people he ever 
knew, and there are few such left. 
They lived in the house now owned 
by Mrs. Vincent, where, reduced from | 
affluence by commercial losses, they , 
opened a house of public entertainment/ 
to which all were welcome, both those 
who paid and those who did not, and 
most welcome of all were those who 
could not pay. 

The new church was a framed buiild- 
ing forty feet square with a gallery 
on three sides, and a man six feet 
high could have stood erect under the 
floor of the pulpit. It was first in 
charge of Rev. Thomas S.anly, and 
afterward of Rev. Lovick Pierce. Afi- 
er a few years, proving to be ineuf- 
floient to accummodate the congrega- 
tion, the building was enlarged by an 
addition of twenty feet to west end, 
and so stood until 1852, at which date 
the present building was erected, and 
which has been remodeled several 
times. 

Thomas Hancock was born in (har- 
lotte county, Virginia, in 1762, moved 
to Jefferson county, Georgia, in 1800, 
to Athens, Ga... in 1818, and died in 
Clarkesville, Ga, from apoplexy. April, 
1853.

There appears no reason to fear that 
the market price of cotton will fall 
below the present level, which seems 
to oscillate between 14 and 15 cents. 
Indeed it is probable that it’s ten- 
dency will be upward until planting 
time next spring. One effect of the 
present high level and a probably still 
higher range will be the disposition 
on the part of farmers to plant a 
larger area next year than that of 
the crop now being wound up. Such 
increase on the part of the mass of 
farmers is perhaps to be deprecated 
rather than encouraged. Some farm- 
ers may doubtless be justified in en- 
larging their areas after making 
abundant provision for the food crops 
necessary for man and beast. The best 
farmers this year are those who have 
made the largest and most profitable 
yields of cotton, and at the same 
time have well-filled corn cribs, hay 
barns and smoke houses. They can 
afford, maybe, to emlarge areas “all 
along the line.” It has proved a great 
corn, oat and hay year, and there is 
today, without doubt, a larger supply 
on hand of these necessaries of the 
farm than there has been in many a 
jong year. It would be very highly 
gratifying to know that there wil! be 
fatter smokehouses this winter than 
for a similarly long period, but the 
indications do not lead to that con- 
clusion. 

However that may be, there is lit- 
tle doubt that there will be more pork 
hogs on the way to the slaughter 
Next year in the south than for twenty 
or more years. Even with cotton at 
or near 15 cents, a farmer is -doing 
a losing business to pay the prices for 
bacon that have prevailed for .smany 
months past. It may be easily shown 
that there if a higher per cent profit 
on home-raised pork and lard at pres- 
ent prices than there in growing 
cotton. 

But even at the prices that have 
ruled for cotton there are many farm- 
ers who will have very little to their 
eredit in bank (or in the traditional 
stocking) at the close of this year, 
after paying all bills and making the 
needed improvements and repairs on 
the farm, farm houses and vards. Not 
every farmer is in a prosperous condi- 
tion—no, not by a good many, and 
these are nearly all found among those 
who have had to buy a large portion 
of their feedstuffs for mules and 
horses, and bacon, lard and flour for 
their families. This necessity to buy 
these supplies is usually the result of 
actual deliberate choice and not 
fortune, or imposed hardship.

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FERTILIZER FORMULAS FOR COT- 


HISTORY OF BOLL WEEVIL 
AND RAVAGES IT WROUGHT 


'Georgia by the boll weevil, which has 
been deemed so important by the At- 
lanta Ohamber of Commerce that’ a 
great convention has been called to 
discuss means and ways of checking 
its advance, the following history of 
the boll weevil by State Entomolo- 
gist Worsham will be of interest: 


Sixteen years ago, the attention of 
the officials of the United States bu- 
reau of entomology was directed to an 
unfamiliar beetle damaging the cotton 
crop in the vicinity of Brownsville, 
Texas. This proved to be the cotton 
boll weevil, long known in Mexico, but 
up to that time unknown in this coun- 
try. Its enormous capacity for damage 
and the fact that it threatened che 
very existence of the cotton industry 
were at once appreciated, active ex- 
perimental researches were undertaken 
to determine its habits, and the best 
method of control. 

Evidence indicates that the original 
home of the boll weevil was in the 
plateau region of Mexico or Central 
America, whieh may, likewise, have 
been the original home of the cotton 
plant. It crossed the line into Texas 
about 1892, and since that time has 
been steadily spreading its range over 
the cotton belt. Starting from Browns- 
ville as a center, the limits of the in-

There are certain factors 
in its economy which preclude any 
hope of our being able to devise means 
to exterminate it, to prevent its ulti- 
mate spread throughout the cotton Lek 
Or even to appreciably diminish its 
numbers, nor are there any grounds 
for expecting that nature, even in the 
course of considerable time, wii re- 
duce it to the role of an unimportant 
pest, as she has done @ith other insect 
enemies. 

[t is searcely necessary to relate the 
Statistics of the damage done by the 
weevil in Texas and other southwest- 
‘ern states, facts already familiar to 
| the cotton grower and to the general 
(public. When the weevil first invades 
;a district, the loss amounts to fre- 
iquently 50 per cent of the crop. Later, 
‘as the planters learn how to cope with 
_the weevil, destruction is decreased, 
and in some infested districts of Texas 
the planters are producing as much as 
they did before the advent of the wee- 
vil, although at an increased cost of 
production. As the weevil is reaching 
the eastern states, owing to the dif- 
ferent nature of the country, the prev- 
alence of much brush and timber and 
the humid climate, it is proving, as 
| Predicted, very much more destructive 
and difficult to combat than inthe arid, 
open prairies of Texas. Measures of 
control that were applicable cannot 
always be practiced here. 

The total loss occasioned by the

gus disease, “black root” or “cotton 
wilt,” attacking the early cotton with 
highly destructive results makes th» 
production of an early crop in that 
region a far more difficult problem, 
and interferes with the application of 
what has been found in the weevil 
district of Texas, one of the two ¢s- 
sential measures in: producing a profit- 
able crop of cotton. The state board 
of entomology is endeavoring to de- 
velop a type of early cotton that will 
be resistant to black root. There are 
other minor methods of controlling, 
allormany of which must be practiced 
in infested district. Unfortunate- 
ly, the hope that*some have held of 
developing a system of poisoning the 
weevil, seems little destined to bear 
fruit, owing to the fact that the in- 
sects feed where poison cannot reach. 
After long experiments some degree 
of success seems to have been reached 
along this line by the crop pest com- 
mission of Louisiana, but it is still far 
from being commercially practicable 
for the average farmer. 

Studies of the food contents of 
birds’ stomachs have shown that in 
Texas certain species of birds destroy 
enormous numbers of weevils. The 
swallows catch great numbers when 
migrating in the fall or returning to 
the cotton fields in the spring, thus 
helping the farmer at the most critical 
period. Blackbirds hunt out the hiber- 
nating weevils. They follow the plow 


weevils. Orioles consistently seek the 
weevils in the cotton fields during the 
spring and summer. Meadow larks, 
bull-bats, fly-catchers, wrens and 
other birds are also of considerable 
value. 

It is important, therefore, that the 
farmers of the state create a public 
sentiment in favor of the rigid protec- 
tion of such birds. It will be surpris- 
ing how quickly the birds’ will respond, 
and their numbers increase. Without 
such sentiment laws are helpless. 

No agency can prevent the early ad- 
vent of the bol) weevil in this state. 
The subsequent loss of the cotton crop 
will amount from 30 to 50 per cent, 
but owing to different climatic condi- 
tions anq to the prevalence Of black 
root in south Georgia, the Georgia 
farmer has a much more difficult prob- 
lem to face than that which confronted 
the cotton growers of Texas, Louis- 
jana and Mississippi. 

The application of improved cultural 
methods and the necessary methods of 
control will subsequently give some 
measure of relief. 

A detailed report on the boll weevil 
will be issued by the state board of 
entomology in June, 1911. 


‘ Summary. 


Traveling at its present rate, the bol} 
weevil will invade southwest Georgia 
in 1911 or 1912, and will cover the en- 
tire southern portion of the state with- 
in the next few years. It will travel 
more slowly along the north line of 
advance, but wil] eventually cover the 
entire state and entire cotton belt.
